ready collected. Representative (’a rt­ 
er would hcv ? congress pass a bill

state aqd counties. 


In\estigation into the far-reaching 
effect of the supreme court decision 
has brought out 
some 
interesting 
facts as to th*1 extent of exemption 
of Indian 
lands. These exemptions 
which were upheld as 
far 
as 
the 
( hoc taw, ( hiekasaw and Creeks arc 
concerned, show 
that 
each 
Indian 
tribe had a separate agreement with 
the governn ort. By the Atoka agree­ 
ment the 320-acre allotm ents of the 
Choctaws and Chickasaws 
shall 
be 
non-taxable 
wbile the title remains 
in the orgin. I allottee.” 


This includes homestead and other 
lands to which the Indian received a 
patent. 


The agreement with 
the 
Creeks, 
which was also upheld in the decis­ 
ion, is far more serious, especially to 
the city of Muskogee, because w hit * 
the exemption applies only 
to 
the 
C reek homestead, it runs with the 
land for 
a 
period 
of 
twenty-one 
years, even when the title has pass­ 
ed out of the hands of the original 
allottee. Much of the land of the city 
of Muskogee was original Creek home­ 
steads a n t v.i» 
escape taxation ur- 
til 11*26. 


In the case of the Seminole, the ex­ 
emption is only for the forty-acre 
homesteads, but is in perpetuity. Eu­ 
less this is successfully attacked in 
the courts a very large part of Sem­ 
inole county can never be taxed, t.o 
m atter who eventually gets possession 
of the land. 
In the ease of the Cherokees, Uh* 
exemptions are only on the forty a. re 
homestead, and runs only whit * the 
land is in the hands of the origin ti 
allottee, within a period of twenty- 
one years.
